To implement the decisions of the Board by conveying it to the 
District Collectors, Addidional District Magistrates or Sub Divisional 
Magistrates whenever necessary and to seek direction from the 
Wakf Tribunal as provided Under Section 28 of the Wakf Act 1995.
